march’d to reinforce the Army before Gibraltar, un- 
der the Conduct of the Corregidor of Corduba, who 
diftinguith’d himfelf by his Zeal on this Occafion. 
The Nobility and Gentry the Country about 
Corduba, have fent Ammunition to the Camp be- 
fore Gibraltar, atid alfo 1000 Fanegas of Wheat, and 
3000 of Barley or Oats.

, From the Camp before Verue, Dec. 9. The Night be- 
tween the 5th and 6th of this Month, the Marquis de 
Goesbriant who commanded in the Trenches, ordet’d 
¥5 Grenadiers to arrack rhe Right Angle of the Co- 
vert-Way, and at the fame time diredted all the 
Troops that were in the Trenches to make a great 
Fire of Grenadoes and Mufquets, to oblige the Ene- 
mies to Spring the Fourneaux (a fort of Mine) they, 
might have prepar’d ; bur they had fer fire to them 
days beforeand with them had blown up the tind 
of the Befiegers ; fo that they abandon’d that Angle, 
and our Men lodg’d.themfelves in the Hole made by 
the Springing of thofe Fourneaus. The Lodgment 
was extended 20 Fathom towards the Centre, and a- 
bouw.4. Fathoms. towards .the Right. The Enemy, 
fprung’a fimall Mine on.the.Lef:, which blew up 12 
Men, but not one of them. was.wounded, except the 
Sieur du Ry an Ingenier,» who had his Thigh broke, 
‘There were but 15 Men kill’d or wounded'that Niglit 
The 3d Son of the Sienr de Charrogne Licurenan 
General had his Leg broke. The 6th in the Mocn- 
ing theMiners beganto dig on theLefrof the Lodgmeént 
in order to, defcend into. rhe At Night the 
Sieur du -Gaft andgthe Countede Sezane haying re- 
lievid the Trenches, the Lodgment was perfected and 
an advance made towards the Place of Arms. The 
Enemy threw a great Number of Grenadoes, by which 
20 Soldiers were flightly. wounded. #The 7th the 
Sieur de Mongon, the Marquis de Dreux, ‘and the 
Marquis de Maulevrier-Langeron, mounted the Tren- 
ches. Night being come on,10 Grenadiers were com- 
manded ro go upon the Angle of the Left.and as ma- 
ny on the Angle of the Centre, in order to engage the 
Enemy to fpring their.

“was greater Refiftance made at the Angle of the Left, 
who were all retic'd thither, making a 
brisk Fire ; fo that the Marquis de las Torres was o- 
blig’d to fend thither a Company of Grenadiers of the 
Marine Regiment and of that of Berwick, who beat 
the Enemy from that Angle, where a Lodgement was 
made and a Communication with the Centre. Thus 
we are intitely poffefs’d of the Covert-Way. In this 
Aétion 1'5 Soldiers were kill’d and 66 wounded, with 
5 or 6 Officers. We are employ’d at prefent in per- 

fecting the Works, in making Mines under the Ditch, , 

and in raifing a Battery on the Covert-Way of 12 

rwenty four Pounders. 
From the Paris Gazette; dated Jan. 3. 
From the Camp before Verue, Dec. 16. The gth In- 


ftant in the Afternoon, the Marquis‘de Bezons Lieu- 


renant General, and the Sieurs de Guerchois and de 
Colandre mounted the Trenches. Our Men work’d 
to enlarge the Lodgment, and to repair 4 Battery of 
10 or 12 Pieces of Cannon. About. 9 a Clock at 
Nighr, the BeGeged {prung a Mine which ruin’d part 
of the Lodgmenr between the Angle of the Centre 
and that of rhe Left, and buried fome of our Work- 
men. Immediately our Men fell to work to repair 
the Lodgment, and to raife the Batrery ,notwithftand- 
ing the great Fire of Artillery and {mall Shor, which 
the Enemy made all Night. We had 12 Men kill’d, 
among them the Sieur de Mailly an Ingenier, and 20 
wounded. The roth the Trenches were rekev’d by 
Count Albergotti, the Sieur de Morangiers, and the 
Marquis de Broglio. That Day and the Night fol- 
lowing were {pent in perfecting the Works and Bat- 
teries, and enlarging the Trenches, that the Cannon 
might be drawn undifcover’d to the Batteries. The 
Befieged fir’d inceffantly from their Cannon and {mall 
‘Arms, afd caft out of Mortars.a great Number of 
Stones, yet kill'd but 2 Men and wounded 3. The 
sith the Marquis de Praflin, the Count de Croy,; and 
the Chevalier de Bonnelle reliev’d the Trenches. That 
Day and the Night following were {pent in drawin 
the Cannon from the Place where ftand the old Bat- 
teries to the Counterfcarp. The Miners advanc’d 
under the Ditch, 2 Fathom beyond the Place of Arms 
of the Covert-Way, and dug 2 deep Holes near the 
Angle of the Left, to feck for the Enemy’s Mines and 
in order to advance under the left Face of rhe Fauffe- 
braye. They did the like near the Angle of the Right, 
that the Batteries might be fecur’d from the Enemy’s 
Mines, and that the Fauffe-braye might be atrack’d on 
all Sides. The fame day the old Batteries were re- - 


4 cia, they had been datnag’d by the continual 


ains, which did nor ceafe till the 8th. 1 Captain 
and 5 Soldiers were kill’d, and 2 Capiains and 12 
Soldiers wounded. The 12th the Count de Mont. 
gon, and the Count d’Efterre mounted the Trenches. 
We continued to work upon the Battery on the Coun- 
terfcarp, which will not fire till the Mines that are 
making in the Ditch and under the Caponiere, are 
fprung; for fear of fhaking themt and rendring them 
welet. The 13th rhe Works were carried on, and 
the old Batteries began to play upon the Donjon, 
which fires inceffantly on the Epaulemens made to co- 
ver the Left. That day we had but 6 of 7 Soldiers 
kil'd or wounded. ‘The 14th in the Night, the Mar- 
quis de Bouligneux Lieutenant General, who com- 
manded in the Trenches, was kill’d by a Mufquet- 
fhot, his Lofs is lamented by the whole Armiy. The 
Duke of Vendome being inform’d by. Deferters, that 
there were ftill a great many Mines under the Couns

We are affur'd the Letter was well receiy’d s 
and that hisMajefty fig§'return’d Anfwer to the Duke 
de Vendome, rhat he is well {atisfied with his Con- 
duct, and that if Verue could be taken by.the End 
of this Month, he fhould continue the Sieges But 
that if be found it could not, he might take neceffary 
Precautions for preferving his Troops.
